Complaints by merchants to the 
state sulus tax department at 
Lansing have brought to light 
situations Where individuals em- 
ployed by the state and making 
purchases for their own use have 
demanded exemption from sales 
tax. 

In reply to the complaints, 
sales tax director Walter F. Reddy 
said: “The sales tax Act in no 
way provides for tax exemption 
cf employces of the federal, 
state or lucal government regard- 


mental property. School teach- 
ers, ministers, army officers, ath- 
letie directors and other public 


servants are subject to the tax 


the same as any other consumer.

being granted,” the tax director 
udded, “is when individuals mak- 
ing purchases for exempt institu- 
tions da so with a proper pur- 
chase order, warrant or check.”
